800  Loyola  students  will  come  under  the  jurisdiction  of  a new  board  of  inquisition  fol- 
lowing the  announcement  here  today  that  such  a board  would  be  empowered  by  the  school 
administration  to  handle  violations  of  campus  regulations  next  faJJ-  to  student  deputy 

Robert  Lidstrom,  this  step  by 
;he  college  authorities  proves  that 
:hey  recognize  the  maturity  and 
•apability  of  the  students  to  han- 
dle their  own  affairs  in  a “mean- 
ngful”  fashion. 


While  deputy  Lidstrom  was  un- 
clear on  what  the  board  would  do 
in  the  future,  the  present  legis- 
lation calls  for  five  student  inqui- 
sitors who  will  judge  the  guilt  or 
innocence  of  students  brought  be- 
fore them.

The  new  board  will  serve  pri- 
marily a judicial  function  as  it 
will  not  yet  have  the  power  to 
determine  what  campus  regula- 


tions will  be. 


Marines  Drive  Off  Attack 
By  Rabid  Loyola  Students 


Last  Tuesday  the  Loyola  Stu- 
dents for  Socialistic  and  Solatious 
Activities  committee  for  the  up- 
grading of  Communist  satellite 
countries  staged  a massive  pro- 
test set  up  in  the  Student  Union. 

Students  of  the  college  spon- 
taneously rallied  to  the  LSSA 
cause  and  rent-a-cops  had  to  be 
called  in  to  quell  the  turmoil.  Al- 
though neither  of  the  two  marines 
were  hurt,  seven  students  were 
slain  and  scores  were  wounded. 

T.  H.  E.  Hawk,  head  of  the  sub- 
versive group,  was  upset  that  so 
many  of  the  LSSA  members  had 
been  arrested,  “Why  me,  why 
couldn’t  I have  been  arrested.  How 
can  I get  a promotion  in  the  party 
when  I haven’t  even  been  picked 
up.” 

The  following  are  from  Fr. 
Bourboni’s  FBI  File  on  this  pinko. 
Mr.  Hawk,  who  is  also  involved 
with  the  Little  Sisters  of  South 
America,  an  organization  branded 
by  Fr.  Bourbonni  as  a leftist  cover- 
up  group,  is  not  a Loyola  student, 
as  he  does  not  attend  classes  here. 

Fr.  Bourbonni,  dean  of  boys,  an- 
nounced that  “suitable  sanctions 
will  be  imposed.”  An  immediate 


search  party  set  out  after  Hawk. 

Hawk,  who  uses  the  assumed 
name  Charlie  Brown,  is  thought  to 
be  in  the  vicinity  of  the  Mt.  St. 
Anguish  Home,  where  he  has  many 
contacts.  Hawk  is  often  seen  in  the 
company  of  Miss  Lloyd  Bridges, 
one  of  the  Home’s  employees. 

Hawk  and  his  trusted  henchmen, 
Jimmie  “The  Wax  Dummy”  Bran- 
non, ‘Italian  Joe”  Cetallo  and  Wil- 
helm Messer  led  their  battle- 
hardened  troops  of  LSSA  hard 
core  members. 

Although  the  wily  Hawks  man- 
aged to  our-flank  the  marines  Phal- 
anx, the  two  marines  arranged 
their  force  into  a salient.  Thus  the 
Hawk’s  forces  were  cut  in  half. 
Hawk  might  still  have  won  had  not 
the  Wax  Dummy  retreated  and  left 
him  stranded. 

Hawk’s  rabid  supporters  soon 
found  themselves  leaderless  as 
Hawk  had  gone  for  reserves.  While 
Hawk  rounded  up  the  well-known 
campus  activists — and  we  know 
that  there  are  a vast  number  of 
activists  at  Loyola — the  Marines 
dealt  a crushing  blow  to  the  riot- 
ers. 


“It  is  part  of  the  Greyhound’s  policy  to  be  champion  of 
the  little  things  in  College  life — the  things  folks  let  pass  by 
unnoticed.  Our  first  efforts  have  borne  fruit,  as  witness  last 
Monday’s  response  to  our  word  on  traditions. 

We  are  glad  to  note  that  “Ave  Maria  Day”  will  be  in- 
spiring reality  of  all  the  years  to  come,” 


Opponents  of  the  plan  have 
maintained  that  the  students  are 
‘ getting  took.”  They  feel  that  be- 
cause the  Grand  Disiplinary  Drag- 
on will  still  make  the  rules  and 
come  before  the  board  to  tell  its 
members  who  has  violated  the 
rules,  that  the  power  of  the  board 
is  rather  circumscribed. 

In  short,  Davis  Toolshed  feels 
that  the  system  is  geared  to  im- 
maturity and  gives  no  significant 
authority  or  responsibility  to  the 
students.  “They  couldn’t  make  a 
mistake  if  they  wanted  to”. 

This  debate  between  the  sup- 
porters and  opponents  of  the 
board  has  been  rather  limited  in 
effect,  however,  in  that  no  one  out- 
side of  the  Student  Reichstag  even 
knows  that  the  board  is  going  to 
fine  them  for  not  going  to  mass  ev- 
ery morning  rather  than  protect 
them  from  prosecution  as  was 
hoped. 

Proponents  of  the  bill  have 
countered  neatly  by  pointing  out 
that  they  had  no  hope  of  obtaining 
anything  else  from  the  adminis- 
tration and  ' well,  what  with  elec- 
tions coming  up  and  everything, 
what  difference  does  it  make  whose 
side  we  jump  to”. 

There  always  exist  the  possi- 
bility that  in  the  future  the  ad- 
ministration will  allow  the  stu- 
dents to  change  the  penalties  im- 
posed by  the  board  but  as  Deputy 
Lidstrom  pointed  out.  “they  could 
also  chuck  the  whole  thing  out  a 
window  anytime  they  please.” 


Lecture  Will  Describe 
Conquest  oi  Bourbonni 


This  weeks  guess  lecturer  in  the 
ever  continuing  Boremann  Lecture 
Series  is  Miss  Henrietta  Bogdown- 
Prude,  explorer,  phycist,  and  son- 
umambulast.  Miss  Bogdown-Prude 
made  the  news  most  recently  after 
her  unfortunate  abortion  of  an 
attempt  to  scale  the  Bourbonni 
Mountain  range. 

Miss  Prude  is  a graduate  of  the 
Catholic  Charm  School  of  the  East, 
the  First  Catholic  Womans  College 
in  America.  A summa  cum  after 
winter  student,  she  became  inter- 
ested in  mountain  climbing  in  a 
Junior  year  abroad  (?)  program 
at  the  Charm  School. 

Miss  Bogdown-Prude  obtained  a 
doctorate  in  the  geo-physics  of  as- 
phalt mountain  build  up  and  ero- 
sion under  the  tutelage  of  Fran 
“Sis”  Bourbonni.  This  is  the  same 
“Sis”  Bourbonni  who  discovered 
the  mountain  range  named  after 
her.

Review 

With  the  heavy  flow  of  new  the- 
ological works  coming  over  from 
Europe,  it  was  only  to  be  expected 
that  American  religionists  would 
enter  their  contributions  to  the 
Church’s  aggriornamento.  The  first 
such  work  of  major  importance 
will  appear  on  April  1:  A Gnu 
Cataclysm.  Published  by  Hurter 
and  Hurting,  the  nation’s  leading 
sado-inasochdst  publisher.  The  Cat- 
aclysm is  the  combined  work  of: 
Dr.  Timothy  Leery,  L.  S.  D. ; Mr. 
James  Cavana,  A.  W.  0.  L. ; Ma- 
harishi  Mahesh  Yogibear,  and  Sr. 
Raquel  Welch,  B.  0.  D.  While  con- 
forming to  the  question /answer 
formula  of  “Baltimore  No.  3”,  the 
methodology  of  the  Cataclysm  is 
more  in  keeping  with  the  spirit  of 
the  times: 

Q.  Who  made  you? 

A.  A lady  isn’t  supposed  to  tell; 
but  for  argument’s  sake,  let’s  say 
God  did:  it’s  a groove. 

Q.  Why  did  God  make  you? 

“A.  For  kicks,  baby;  to  know 
love,  and  freak  with  him  in  this 
condition,  and  to  trip  out  with  him 
in  the  next. 

Going  beyond  this  question/an- 
swer methodology,  however,  the 
Cataclysm  begins  to  innovate.  The 
authors  have  taken  the  liberty  of 
proclaiming  three  new  Doctors  of 
the  Church:  Teilhard  de  Chardin; 
Rom  an  us  Cardinal  Sheewolf;  and 
Mama  Cass.  They  have  also  re- 
named the  Holy  Patroness  of  the 
United  States:  Lady  Madonna, 
Top  Banana,  Mother  of  the  Liv- 
ing trip,  Bride  of  the  Walrus. 

Going  into  doctrine,  the  authors 
present  new  interpretations,  some 
of  which  are  startling  in  terms  of 
contemporary  insight.  Most  con- 
troversial of  their  new  disputations 
is  the  explanation  of  the  Incarna- 
tion /Redemption  mystery:  “He 
just  dropped  in  to  see  what  con- 
dition His  Condition  was  in.”  The 
book  received  its  Imprimatur  from 
the  Most  Reverend  Bishoo  James) 
Kapica,  0.  S.  A.  (Apostate  Fath- 
ers). 

A most  readable  book,  the  Cata- 
clysm’s pages  are  adorned  with 
cartoons  by  Gone  Wilson,  some  fa- 
miliar hymns  /I’m  just  Wild  About 
Mary,  and  Mary’s  Wild  About 
ME”),  some  newer  ones  /liberally 
censored)  by  Alan  Ginsberg  and, 
Tulli  Kupfelberg.  and  some  origin- 1 
al  litanies;  very  original:

V.  Chicken  of  the  Sea 
V.  Chiquita  Banana

en  full  and  complete  power  over 
all  aspects  of  running  the  school 
to  a Student  Oligary.

The  discussion  was  moderated  by  Mische  Much,  a sophomore  mem- 
ber of  the  GAYHOUND  staff. 

M.M.:  Let’s  start  by  defining  our  areas  of  discussion.  First,  should 
we  hold  a discussion  on  this  matter  at  all,  and  second,  what  topics  are 
of  primary  concern? 

FR.  AT:  Yes,  I think  we  should  definitely  hold  meaningful  discussions 
on  substantive  issues;  as  I have  said  in  the  past,  I will  go  anywhere, 
see  any  student,  discuss  any  topic,  at  any  time,  to  advance  the  dia- 
logue between  the  Administration  and  the  students.  Let  us  have  mean- 
ingful discussion. 

MM.:  Would  anyone  like  to  suggest  a topic?

Don:  Actually,  Fr.  Brither,  I think  this  comment  shows  that  you  real- 
ly do  sympathize  with  the  students,  its  just  your  “rhetoric”  that  causes 
a little  “misunderstanding”. 

M.M.:  Let’s  return  to  the  subject:  discussing  policy  formation  on  the 
campus. 

FR.  At:  Let  me  not  be  misunderstood,  I never  said  that  a certain  “is- 
sue” couldn’t  be  discussed,  I only  suggested  that  it  was  my  rule,  and 
that  it  would  never  be  changed  under  any  circumstances  at  any  time.

FR.  At:  Don’t  you  think  this  discussion  has  gotten  a little  too  mean- 
ingful? 

Hogel:  The  question  we  were  discussing  was  policy  formation,  and 
what  role  the  students  will  play  in  the  formation  of  policy.  Now,  as  I 
see  it,  students  are  beginning  to  see  that  to  accomplish  their  goals, 
they  need  only  apply  the  proper  amount  of  pressure  to  the  right  point 
to  attain  the  desired  goal.

Don:  You  are  subject  to  so  many  pressures,  that’s  true.  But  let’s  get 
back  to  the  original  discussion  and  the  topic  of  revolution.  In  my  op- 
inion, anyone  who  would  revolt  against  the  established  order,  that  is, 
anyone  who  would  go  outside  the  “law”,  thereby  forfeits  his  right  to 
live.  Every  student  has  certain  rights,  but  some  actions  will  cause  him 
to  forfeit  those  rights. 

M.M.:  What  actions  of  a student  could  cause  him  to  forfeit  his  rights? 
Don:  Well,  first  of  all,  he  would  have  to  question  the  wisdom  and  ex- 
perience of  teachers.  Then  he  would  have  to  express  his  views  on  the 
established  order,  thus  giving  himself  to  be  a “mouthpiece”  for  cer- 
tain faculty  members. 

FR.  At:  Well,  this  discussion  proved  most  satisfactory  to  me,  and  I 
think  that  we  have  definitely  opened  up  a line  of  communication. 
M.M.:  But  we  haven’t  said  anything  at  all! 

B.B. : See  me  in  my  office. 

FR.  At:  Gee,  I’m  trying  awfully  hard  to  establish  a meaingful  dia- 
logue here  on  campus,  but  look  what  happens — you  call  a meeting  and 
nobody  shows  up.
